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INTRODUCTION 


The  Seventh  Bulletin  of  North  Carolina  Morbidity  Statistics, 
which  covers  the  calendar  year  1933,  contains  tabulations  of  the  same 
type  as  those  found  in  previous  Bulletins, 

This  Bulletin  records  a heavily  increased  incidence  of  certain 
diseases  as  compared  with  the  Report  for  1937.  Chief  of  these  is 
measles,  the  reported  cases  of  which  rose  to  epidemic  proportions  this 
year  with  a total  of  49,614  as  compared  with  7,937  for  1937,  Yfhooping 
cough  cases  in  1933  showed  a striking  increase  in  the  total  of  14,903 
reported  to  this  Department  against  the  total  of  7,782  recorded  for 
1937. 


A total  of  81  cases  of  endemic  typhus  fever  was  reported  in  1938. 
This  represents  a slight  increase  over  the  68  cases  reported  the  preced- 
ing year.  These  81  cases  occurred  in  25  counties  as  compared  with  the 
22  counties  affected  by  this  disease  in  1937. 

In  1938  there  was  a total  of  42  cases  of  Rocky  Mountain  spotted 
fever  reported  from  24  counties  as  compared  with  27  cases  in  18  counties 
the  preceding  year.  It  is  felt  that  this  extension  of  the  disease  is 
due  to  several  factors,  viz.,  better  recognition  of  the  disease,  better 
reporting,  and  a certain  amount  of  spread  of  the  virus  into  new  areas. 

A total  of  636  cases  of  malaria  from  46  counties  was  recorded  this 
year  as  compared  with  376  for  1936.  It  is  felt,  however,  that  this  de- 
crease has  no  real  significance  as  to  the  actual  prevalence,  for  of  all 
the  diseases  on  the  notifiable  list  malaria  is  one  of  the  most  difficult 
upon  which  to  obtain  complete  case  reporting. 

As  compared  with  1937  reports,  there  appeared  in  1933  a slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  diphtheria,  gonorrhea , pellagra,  scarlet  fever, 
smallpox , tularemia  and  undulant  fever  case  reports.  A decrease  was 
shown  in  1938  case  reports  for  influenza , meningitis , poliomyelitis , and 
slightly,  for  tuberculosis  and  typhoid  fever,  as  compared  with  1937  case 
reports  of  the  same  diseases.  It  is  felt  that  no  comment  on  these  varia- 
tions is  indicated. 

Vincent's  infection,  which  was  made  reportable  in  1933,  appears 
in  this  Bulletin  for  the  first  time  with  a total  of  29  reported  cases. 

The  venereal  disease  control  program  in  North  Carolina  continues 
to  be  reflected  in  the  vigorous  increase  in  reported  cases  of  syphilis . 
The  total  of  20,714  reported  to  this  Department  in  1938  represents  an 
increase  of  approximately  8,000  over  the  total  of  12,299  reported  in 
1937. 


In  1938  reporting  by  physicians  in  North  Carolina  was  2.2  per  cent 
better  than  in  1937 . Each  of  the  100  counties  in  the  State  reported 
cases .
